His 
work in ihis line showed'o large fund of humour 
and s romarksble command of language. He was 
subset pontly commissioned to write the article 
on“ ke apan” for the néw edition of the “ Enoy- 
olopedis Britarnics,” and in this, as in everything 
that he undertook; he fare evidence of mach in- 
dustry and revearch, But untortunatély, when 
his future seomed most full of bright promise, he 
broke down, An ardent lover of all gorts of athlo« 
ties, he, thought nothing of subjecting himself to 
the severest course of training simuliancously 
with on unstinted proseoution of his studies.

On the 29rd day of the LOth moon of the 
eurront year, I received a communication from 
H. B. Tsong, tho’ Snperintendent of “Southern 
Trade, informing mé that he. received ou the’ 
14th ‘day of the 0th moon of the 11th year of 
Kwang-sa, throvgh the Board of War, a dos- 
patch. from tho Tsung-li Yamin, covoring 
abstract of a letter from the Inspector General - 
of Customs, Hart, which tho Yamén received on 
the 28th day of the Sth moon, ou the Tow Trade, 
saying as follows ~~ 

“Ten is one of the most important artioles of 
commerce of China, and lately the tea sold for 
tho foreign markets has become worse ind worse 
in quatity. The Chinese merchants, thinking 
that the foreigners muat have their tes, aiid for 
the sake of making extra profits, hare been sup- 
plying aninferior artiole, not knowing that other 
places are also ‘producing ten, Besides Japan, 
tho now tos planted in India is increasing doy 
by day in yield, and is daily moating with favour 
ovarywhers,-and its -export, this year bas boon 
much larger than the uxt. “If the Chinese mer- 
chants continue to neyive$ this ‘branch of husi- 
i add spurious things to the 
woight of the ‘Tea and not. taking cara to havo 
tho-article properly mado and dried, I am afraid 
the Tea business will be completely ruined.” 

Tho Yamén- finding that the increase and 
falling off in the trade affects both the Govern- 
ment arid the perple, and considering that since 
the establishment of commerce with foreigners . 
the amounts of silver that has flowed into foreign 
conutries is very considerable, wa having Toa 
and Silk only to, balance.aud recover our loss; 
aud now that the Inspector General's. letter 
points out the fault of tho tos morchants in 
making small profits at present without thinking— 
of the trada jx.future; the Yamin has to ask the 
Superintondont of Southera Trade to inform all 
the district authorities where Tea ia produced, 
to advise the Tea makers and merchants to take 
care, and net spoil tho business for tho saka of 
profit only.. ‘The. Yamdn encloses. vopy of 
Hart's letter for the Saperfatendant’s perusal. , 

The Superintendent, having on receipt of the 
above written to ull the Offotals and-Taotaia to 
inform the tea morohants to act accordingly, I, 
have on recvipt “of tho above written to tho 
Shanghai Magistrate, and ndw make this pre- 
gqnt communication for the information of the 
Direotors (of tho tea Guild), to immediately in- 
form the tea-morchauts who deal with foreignors 
to improve by all means their article, so that 
‘the trade may bo immtually protected. Bo not 
disoboy'this. .

. WHITEBAIT. 

We have now become a0 accustomed’ to 
veceiving freah provisions of all kinds from 
all quarters of the globe that when the as- 
tonishing nnoouncemont was recently mada 
that n cotisignmenit of whitchait had arrived 
for our market from New Zealand, nobody 
sécemed in the least surprised. It is true 
that whitebait ig so tender that it will hardly 
Vear the journey up tha Thamas. ‘Tt is also 


true that.we have aa much of it at, home as]. 


thero isany demand for, and that the New 
Zealand fishoriaan, who edros twico og much 
asan Englishman, cannot catch, it more cheap- 
Ty than we can, letting alone his distance of 
12,000 mites from is, But a good many 
people do not think of these things, gven if 
they know them, "Tho whitebait, we never 
doubt, way be all that whitebait ought to be. 
But for the present the fish are mainly of 
“eciontific toterest. Indced,. until the opinion 
of the ichthyologiste is pnséed on the fresh 
arrivals, it is still a question whethor they ara 
whitebait at all; snd as the proof of all auch 
delicacies is in the eating of them wa prefer 
to reserve our enthusiasm. Even now New 
Zealanders can doubtless cateh little fish, 
which they havea perfect right ot call * white- 
. bait.” But this means vory little indeed, 

for the first question to ba settled ia, What 

isa whitebait? Is:thereany auch fish?’ So 

far as we, aro awaro, the clupea alta is nob 

known to-tho fauna of New Zealand, and 

evon were:it, the zoologists are still far from 

agreeing’ that the dainties we consume under 


the name of whitabait, bolong to this nominalfy + 


species. In, reality, the opinion seems to be 
gathering thatthe whitebait'is composed of 
the young of various widely different forma, 


and that fashion, more,than any, meee eh, 


merit of the “ bait” itself, has conduced to 
its popularity, Volumea have been written 
an this theme, and, judging from the fagun- 
diy of the controversialicta, volumes are etill 
to he written before tha ichthyolagists agree 
to differ. The famous Mr, Donovan beld it 
to be the young of the shad, and used very 
strong language regarding tho cqually.farmous 
Mr. Pennant for presuming to pronounce it 
the young of the bleak. But both dicta bave 
long since beon abandoued.in favour of others 
quite ns contradictory, There are advocates’ 
of the whitebait being the immature sprat, 
and very cogent arguments have been add uoed. 
in arder to.show that they are young herrings." 
A few orthodox ichthyologists still cling to 
the idea that they are fish of a distinct spo- 
cies but the majority of pradent men who 
do not choose to commit themselves to what 
the Scotch lawyors call a “ condescondance,” 


+ so much satisfuction is simply whitebait— 
leaving the naturalista to ght out the‘acton- 
tific question among themselves, And per- 
haps they have chosen the-wiser part. | [t'is 
certain that whother Uere isactually ac?upea. 
alba or not, the fishes which we vat ander 
/ tha name of whitebait area very mixad.com- 
any. This we can see by simply examining 
the contents of our plate,’ Somo yeara before 
his death nk Buekland applied hitn- 
self to thia investifation, with the result that 
in the whitebait nets, according to the season, 
wore found eleven kinds of fish all more or 
less in tho fry state, This he classified ac- 
cording-to their relative abundance, as her.
